Taylor tells packed 


UL house, self love 
an help Blacks

Ata packed house of more than 
500 attendees at the 11th annual 
Columbus Urban League lun- 
cheon, Susan Taylor had a noval 
solution to many of the problems 
confronting Black people: more 
love, including more love of self, 
and the setting of higher goals. 

“We can't point the finger at 
Washington and at local govern- 
ment” for all the problems facing 
Black people, Taylor asserted at 
the luncheon, held Nov. 16, at the 
Marriott Inn. “We have to point 
the finger at ourselves.” 

Taylor urged that all people 
“make our own selves our number 
one priority,” asserting that such 
self-love can be translated into 
love for others and love for the 


betterment of the Black race, 
“There's a lot of pain in Black 
America, and we're tired of hear- 
ing the statistics associated with 
that pain,” Taylor said early in the 
program. Taylor noted that 


“Black men are the real endan- 
gered species in this nation,” 
informing her audience that Black 
males made up nine percent of the 
college population, but 47 percent 
of the prison population. 


But che solution to some of that 
pain, Taylor asserted, is the set- 
ting of high goals within the Black 
community, and having the confi- 
dence to go about achieving those 
goals. 

Taylor noted the story of 
Mary McLeod Bethune, a single 
mother who went to Florida and

City tackling housing, 
transportation problems

Central Ohio faces some major 
housing and transportation chal- 
lenges in 1992, according to Jane 
Schoedinger, director of the 
Columbus Department of Human 
Services and chairperson of the 
1992 Housing Committee. 

In five years, Columbus is host- 
ing AmeriFlora 92, and it hopes 
to secure the Olympic time trials 
and other major international 
events associated with the 500th 
anniversary of Christopher 
Columbus’ discovery of America. 

Travelers worldwide are 
expected to converge on Colum- 
bus at a rate of 50,000 persons per 
day. 

“Satisfying the temporary hous- 
ing needs of so many visitors will 
be difficult,” the director said. 
Currently, Columbus has 10,000- 
12,000 hotel rooms. If the conven- 
tion center and civic arena are 
built, the construction of 3,000- 
5,000 more hotels rooms would 
likely follow. 


Even with these extra rooms, 
“ther is still a huge gap,” she said. 

To further compound the tem- 
porary housing shortage, Scho- 
edinger said, 80% of the hotel 
rooms are already booked for 
conventions in 1992. Convention 
planners know something big is 
happening in, Columbus in 92, 
and they want to bring their con- 
ventions here.” 

The Housing Committee is 
attempting to close this gap by 
investigating the possibility of 
using dormitory rooms at Ohio 
State University and Ohio 
Dominican College. 

Area residents may have an 
opportunity to host visitors by 
offering “bed and breakfast” 
accommodations -- something 
that is commonly done in Europe. 

The committee is also consider- 
ing busing people in from as far

Good friends recall glory days 
at the Maramor Restaurant 


The sweet sounds of deja vu 
filled Laura Belle Anchrum’s din- 
ing room last Saturday as'a few 
close friends recalled the precious 
moments they shared together 
while employed at the Maramor 
Restaurant. 

The Maramor was once one of 
Columbus’ premiere eateries from 
the 1920s through the mid-1970s. 
It was located near the intersec- 
tion of E. Broad and Fourth Sts. 

In the early days of the 
Maramor, it was one of the few 
businesses in Downtown Colum- 
bus that employed Blacks, says 
Eva Robinson, formerly a 
Maramor baker. 

A group of seven former 
Maramor workers met over a hot 
lunch and a desert smorgasbord to 
reflect on a time when 12 hour 
days, beginning at 4 a.m., were 
commonplace and a good wage 
was $12 per-week. 

The group has been’ having 
these luncheons about twice a year 
since 1974. 

Attending this reunion were: 
Robena Davis, 92, pastry cook; 
Roy Howe, 83, truck driver; 
Ozella Owens, 78, dinner and 
sweet roll specialist; Eva Robin-

son, 76, baker; Buford B. Thomp-~ 
son, 91, candymaker; Lillian 


Braxton, 77, who “worked in . 


every department at the 
Maramor;” Rosa Foster, 80, 
baker; and Anchrum, who mixed 
all of the yeast breads. 

Other former Maramor 
employees not attending the lun- 
cheon, but feel very much a part of 
the group are Malcolm Leland, 
Potreo, CA; Mary Moore, San 
Anselmo, CA; and Helen Deis, 
Los Angeles. 

Braxton says, “There are a lot 
more people in this town who use 


to work at the Maramor, but they. 


have moved up in the world and 
don’t want to admit they ever 
worked there.” 

The conversation around the 
dining room table frequently 
focused on the former owner of 
the restaurant, Mary McGuken. 

Owens recalled how McGuken 
was extremely protective of her 
recipes. Once a customer asked 
for a recipe. McGuken gave.it to 
her and put an additional $25 on 
hér bill. 

Furthermore, Foster insisted 
that the owner required that all of 
the cooks had to have recipes in 
front of them at all times. Not 
necessarily to insure consistency 
in food preparation, but to dis- 


courage them from memorizing 
the ingredients and proportions. 

“1 got news for her (McGuken)” 
said one of the cooks. “I memo- 
rized the recipes anyway, but at 
home, | used my own recipes, 
since they were better,” 

Although McGuken exerted 
firm control over the employees, 
she, at the same time, taught them 
valuable lessons -- lessons you 
couldn't get in college, Braxton 
said. 

All of these former Maramor 
employees agreed that the stand- 
ard of excellence, which was the 
hallmark of the Maramor's food, 
declined when Braxton left and 
took many of them with her to the 
Ft. Hayes Hotel. 

Braxton’s largest check at the 
Maramor was $12 for a week's 
worth of work. She was lured to 
Ft. Hayes when they offered her 
salary of $75 per week to serve as 
food service manager. 

On this particular occasion, 
these good friends paid tribute to 
“Thompson. ; 

Thompson's recipe has made 
Maramor chocolates revered 
worldwide. Currently, the choco- 
lates are widely available west of 
the Mississippi River and featured 
by many airlines, he said.

Four sororities ratify Black family agenda; forums planned 


ATLANTA — The first national 
gathering of the four largest Black 
sororities concluded here recently 
with the ratification of a “Black 
tamily agenda” that will be turned 
into a detailed how-to guide to be 
used at local, state and national 
levels. 

The forum's 1,000-plus partici- 
pants vowed to step up political 
action in their communities to 
push for implementation of 
agenda planks, indicating they 
will evaluate current and prospec- 
tive office holders’ positions on 
these critical issues. 

Mirroring how-to and issues 
workshops held during the first 
Black Women’s Political Action 
Forum at the Hyatt Regency 
Atlanta Oct. 31 - Nov. 1, the Black 
family agenda -- actually a politi- 
cal action platform statement -- 
encompasses: the impact of the 
Black vote, minority positions in 
appointed and elected offices, 
voter educationa, political model 


building, the equal rights amend- 
ment, education, vocational edu- 
cation, Black colleges, economic 
development, minority business 
unemployment and underem- 
ployment, comparable pay/ pay 
equity, affirmative action, child 
care, physical and mental health, 
affordable housing, homelessness, 
global and human rights, and 
apartheid, 

A special task force will begin 

working immediately to translate 
these broad planks into a detailed 
model action how-to guide. To 
ensure that the idssemination of 
this guide is both broad and 
timely, four state forums are sche- 
duled. Sites and dates (all, dates 
are tentative except Detroit) are: 
Detroit, Mich., December 4-6, 
1987; Richmond, Va., Jan. 8-9, 
1988; Jackson, Miss., Jan. 15-16, 
1988; and Columbia, S.C., Jan. 
15-17, 1988. Forum leaders said 
those sites are geographically and 
politically important.

Lady Lynch 


Columbus is a little poorer with the passing of a local institution. Beadie 
A. “Lady” Lynch, a writer, a volunteer, a churchwoman, and a community 
activist, has passed on at the age of 89. 

Beadie Lynch was a writer, making perceptive comments about the 

Columbus scene for the Columbus Advocate, the Ohio State News, the 
Ohio Sentinel and the Call and Post. 
_ Beadie Lynch was a volunteer, takingtime and her own resources to help 
in the community. A tribute by the Hosack Guild Girls noted the warmth 
‘and support given by this Lady, who always told her scholars to “be 
lady-like” and “be moral, be moral, be moral.” 

Beadie Lynch was an active member of the Medical Arts Club and helped 
to raise funds for organizations like the NAACP. 

As achurchwoman, she was a devoted member of Shiloh Baptist Church, 
she was long supportive of the activities ‘of that church and Hosack Baptist 
Church before it. 

As acommunity activist, she was deeply involved in the Spelman College 
Alumnae, and promoted the school to young Black women. She also did 
significant fundraising for her alma mater, 

In short, Beadie Lynch touched lives in a wide circle. The city is richer for 
having known her, and pooer for having lost her. And that’s the finest 
tribute which can be made to any life 


College football hypocrisy 


What does the firing of Ohio State University football coach Earle Bruce 
have to do with Proposition 48, the rules plan which excluded for one year 
any athlete (but mostly Blacks) who did not score high enough on a college 
entrance examination? Plenty, and it all ha to do with the hypocrisy in 
college athletics, particularly football. 

Earle Bruce won more than 75 percent of his games at Ohio State 
University. He gradauted a decent (if not extraordinary) number of stu- 
dents, and was never implicated in any illegal or unethical recruiting tactics 
to gain players. He has taken teams to the Rose Bowl twice, and has seen his 
team go to bowl games during each year of his tenure. 

And he is terminated in the midst of his worst season, before the season is 
even over. 

This is not to defend Bruce’s season. Indeed, it is possible that one could 
make a case for terminating Bruce at some point, if only because he had 
become the brunt of so much criticism in Columbus. 

Yet, the way this matter was handled, showing no respect for the loyalty 
that Bruce had shown the university, showing no respect at all for, the 
feelings of a decent man, and showing no respect or consideration at all for 
the feelings of the 100 young men who now play for Ohio State, makes a 
statement about Ohio State University and college football in general. 

It was Rick Bay -- the athletic director who chose to resign rather than 
carry out this public massacre -- who put the issue in proper perspective. 

“T think this university has tried to make a point for a long time that we 
are not a football factory, that w are much more than that. And to take a 
coach with Earle’s record, and what he’s accomplished and how he’s done it, 
and to suggest that we ought to fire him on the basis of.one season, the first 
ever he hasn't won nine games here, doesn’t speak well of Ohio State.” 

But this whole sorry episode speaks volumes of the state of Ohio State 
University football in particular, and college football in general. And that’s 
why we tie this matter to proposition 48, 

Under Proposition 48, the National Collegiate Athletic Association, the 
governing body of college athletics, said that it had to improve standards for 
admission to enhance “the integrity of the game.” 

The new rules would not require universities to work harder to graduate 
students — the schools would’not be penalized at all. No, only those students 
who have often been the greatest victims of educational failures, in the past 
would be the targets, and victims. ; 

And, no matter that many Black NCAA universities -- which accept 
students in their regular academic programs with grades and standardized 
test scores even lower than the new standards -- would be severely penalized 
by this. The “academic integrity" of the institutions must be maintained! 

But what about other kinds of integrity -- such as moral integrity, and 
social integrity, and the integrity of fairness in the way human beings are 
treated? i 

Those “integrities” don’t seem so important to a university which is out to 
pillory the coach because the team didn't play, well one year, and pillory him 
in such a humiliating and debasing way that it may affect his ability to get 
other work. ’ 

But that gets back to the hypocricy. College football is a business. In the 
business, there are no real rules of “integrity”. Integrity means having the 
best winning record at the end of the season. It doesn't seem to matter so 
much how that’s done, or who gets hurt in the process. 

Another question of integrity rocked the university earlier this year — the 
removal of Cris Carter from the OSU football team because he took less 
than $7000 from an agent, and lied about it to the university. 

Everyone was righteously indignant at that time; about the horrible 
breach of faith which Carter had shown to dear old OSU. But loyalty given 
should merit loyalty returned. And, it is clear that the university has been 
loyal only to its sense of itself, and to those alumni and boosters who happen 
to want Bruce’s head on a platter. 

There is nothing the university can do to right this wrong. But it must 
look closely at itself, and its mission. This decision does not speak well for 
Ohio State University as an institution, nor does it speak wel for college 
athletics. It seems that the university — and college sports generally — are 
saying that true integrity is something only winners can afford. 


Education week 


Around the state this past week, parents and their children were meeting 
with teachers to discuss the child’s capabilities and problems. And, there is 
no more appropriate week within which this necessary activity could be 
done: this is American Education Week.

CSM charges Metro, Hagan with misleading public 


Citizens To Save Metro 
(CSM) has learned that the 
Cleveland Metropolitan 
General Hospital (Metro) is 
sitting on the tens of millions 
of dollars. Metro has a sur- 
plus of revenue of over one 
hundred million dollars. 

For four years, hospital 
President Henry Manning 
has claimed that Metro is 
losing money and needs to 
become private so that it can 
joint venture with other area 
hospitals to compete for 
paying patients. 


In a meeting with Citizens 
To Save Metro held last 
month, Dr. Arnold Relman, 
editor-of the New England 
Journal of medicine, stated 
that he had not seen evi- 
dence that such joint ven- 
tures would be successful. 

Citizens To Save Metro 
has always disputed Metro’s 
absurd claims of financial 
losses and has repeatedly 
called upon the hospital to 
document them. 

On August 3, of this year 
CSM received a commit- 
ment from Cuyahoga 
County Commissioner Pres- 
ident Tim Hagan that such 
documentation would be 
provided. 

On September 25, Hagan 
rescinded his promise and 
sent a letter to the group ref- 
using to release information 
dealing with public records.

Make a difference 


While the severe shortage 
of transplantable organs 
and tissues affects all racial 
groups, no segment of the 
population suffers more 
from this deficit than our 
country’s Black Americans. 

Plagued with the greatest 
incidence of high blood 
pressure and kidney failure 
of any racial group, Blacks 
are less willing to donate 
organs than are whites. 

For reasons that are not 
fully known, they receive 
fewer transplants and do 
significantly poorer after 
transplantation than do 
whites. 

To help close.the gap 
between the limited supply 
of organs and tissues and 
their great demand, many 
state legislatures instituted 
new laws last year, which 
could give many Black 
Americans a second chance 


at life. 

Entitled “required re- 
quest” or “routine inquiry,” 
these laws mandate that 
hospitals approach a 
deceased patient's family 
about the possibility of 
organ and tissue donation. 
New York, Oregon and 
California led the way with 
this legislation. Now, 37 
other states have passed sim- 
ilar laws. 


To further increase the 
supply of donated organs, a 
federal required request law 
went into effect on October 
1 requiring hospitals across 
the country to offer the 
option of organ donation to 
deceased patients’ families. 

Unlike the state laws, 
under the federal law hospi- 
tals that fail to comply will 
risk losing their Medicare 
and Medicaid funding. 

In 1986, transplants 
accounted for 640 new 
hearts, 25,000 corneas, 550 
livers and 5,600 kidneys, 
according to the American 
Council on Transplanta- 
tion. Those gifts of life are 
nothing short of miraculous; 
yet unfortunately, tens of 
thousands more patients 
continue to wait. 

Now, the issue must be 
brought home. The public, 
especially the Black popula- 
tion, must learn the facts 
about organ and tissue 
donation, and families 
should discuss the issue 
among themselves. 

According to a recent Gal- 
lup Survey commissioned 
by The Dow Chemical 
Company, only I! percent 
of Blacks are very willing to 
donate their organs, com- 
pared to 32 percent of 
whites. 

Lack of information, reli- 
gious fears and supersti- 
tions, distrust of the medical 
community, fear of prema- 
ture death and racism 
(Blacks would prefer giving 
their kidneys to other 
Blacks) are the most com- 
mon reasons for reluctance 
to donate kidneys. 

What can Blacks do to 
increase the number of 
organ dgnations and thus, 
save more lives within the 
Black community? They can 
become better informed 
about the issue. They can 
sign donor cards and discuss 
their decision to become a 
donor with their families, 
since family consent is essen- 
tial before organs can be 
removed. 

With the help of the state 
laws and the new federal 
law, it is possible to increase 
the number of Black organ 
and tissue donors in this 
country. Such an increase 
could greatly improve the 
success rate in Black recip- 


ients of transplants. 

Each day, we could save 
thousands of lives. Together 
we can make a difference—a 
difference that must be

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What’s white 
and read 
all over?

Racism in the media—it is a con- 
stant refrain, The recent program 
sponsored by the esteemed 
Schomburg Library in Harlem to 
discuss this issue, however, was 
different. 

On the panel were some of the 
best journalists in the buginess. All 
of them were African Americans 
and they did not bite their tongues. 

These were no newcomers to the 
field. All were seasoned veterans, 
and some had more than 20 years 
in Uhe business. 

There was Les Payne, a Pulitzer 
Prize winner and now a syndicated 
columnist and Assistamt Managing 
Editor of Newsday. There was Jill 
Nelson, former president of the 
New York Association of Black 
Journalists and currently a repor- 
ter, for the Washington Post 


There was David Hardy, the 
main organizer of the successful 
landmark discriminating suit 
against the New York Daily News, 
and there was Marquita Poole, an 
Emmy-award winning producer 
with the “CBS Evening News.” 

Moderating was Thulani Davis, 
a crusading reporter with the New 
York Village Voice. 


If you want to know why media 
coverage is often racist, you just 
need to listen to the litany of statis- 
tics recited by Ms. Davis at the 
beginning of. the session: Blacks 


make up less than I percent of the 
newsroom management at this 
country’s dailies. Only 6.3 percent 
of the staff of these dailies is minor- 
ity, and that includes all racial and 
ethnic employees. Fully 60 percent 
of the approximately 1750 dailies 
in in this country have no racial 
and ethnic employees at all. 


But statistics are useless, unless 
we begin to analyze their impor- 
tance in human terms. David 
Hardy spoke with anger about the 
fact that racial and ethnic stories 
are not given the same weight as 
white-centered stories. st 

"Wher ‘they do! become impor- 
tant, the story is often taken from 
the Black or Hispanic reporter 
who had been covering it and given 
to a white reporter. 

In fact, it was being taken off an 
Abscam story which he himself 
broke, and secing it given to a 
white reporter, which finally made 
Hardy organize and initiate the 
Daily News suit. 

Jill Nelson agreed, saying, 
“Black reporters are not allowed to 
be visionaries, to comment or to 
analyze” to which Davis added, 
“or to be the final authority.” 

Les Payne suggested that this 
racism will continue to exist unless 
we challenge it--in the courts and 
by organizing. As he said, “The 
media, one of the most powerful 
forces in this country, is also the 
most racist. Only the media is 
allowed to ‘correct its own test 
papers.” ... and the test papers of 
everyone else as well,” But, he 
added, what the Daily News suit 
showed us was that we were not at 
the mercy of the media; we could 
take the case outside--to the 
courts--and win. 

The fact that racial and ethnic 
communities could effect a change, 
however, was the veal nut of the 
discussion. 

The numerous discrimination 
suits and boycotts which had been 
successfully mounted against the 
New York Times, the Baltimore 
Sun, UPI and others were 
heralded. 

The importance of passing on 
the legacy of struggle among the 
younger racial and ethnic reporters 
and of teaching critical thinking to 
all our youth was noted. But par- 
ticularly emphasized was the cru- 
cial role which the community 
must play. As Hardy said, 
“Change has to come from the top 
but it cannot come without the 
involvement of the community.” 

Supporting this, Nelson nated 
that we must organize to respond 
to the media, both positively an‘ 
negatively. She noted that news 
organizations generally assume 
that each letter represents 200 oth- 
ers, Yet, racial and ethnic groups 
don't use this tool as aggressively 
as they should. 

It really is up to us. If you don't 
like something you've or 


seen in your local paper or on a 
radio or TV station—take a few 
minutes to call or write. And get 
your friends and family to do the 
same. Also support those in the 
media who,take positions you 

with, We cannot bemoan our

Poor children’s ally

America’s poor children desperately need some good news. Their 
numbers have grown in the past decade. They face a much higher risk 
than other children of teen pregnancy, dropping out of school, jobless- 
ness, and raising their own children in poverty. Their plight has been 
significantly worsened by an uncaring Reagan Administration. 

Just when they need it most, poor children have gained some new, 
and very powerful allies: members of the business community. 

In September, the business-led Committee on Economic Develop- 
ment (CED) issued a statement calling on the nation to make compre- 
hensive, preventive investments designed to give poor children a fair 
chance to succeed in school and beyond. 

“Business has a clear self-interest in investments in children: the need 
for an ample supply of able, qualified workers. Changes in the job 
market mean that today, most workers must have more than deft hands 


and a strong back to get a job. 


Business needs employees who can read and write and compute, and 
they are worried about a shortage of such workers in coming decades. 

The CED proposal u:ges the nation to start early and be thorough in 
our help to poor children. Help would begin even before birth, with 
complete health care to poor pregnant mothers. It would continue with 
health care for infants, parenting education for fathers and mothers, 
and child care or preschool arrangements that will give youngsters a 


head start on their schooling. 


The CED would like to see all children attend schools that work. 
“Too many schools offer a large, impersonal environment that more 
closely resembles a factory than a haven for learning.” 

Schools should be restructured to better respond to the needs of 
disadvantaged students, according to the CED. This means principals, 
teachers, parents and students making decisions together. : 

It means teachers who know how to teach disadvantaged children 


and who care about them. It means smaller classes, more services like 
bealth care and counseling in the school, and more opportunities for 
children to have fun and learn after school as well. 


“We do know that works,” the CED reminds us. A range of efforts, 
from the federal Head Start program for youngsters to a non-profit 
business-school partnership in Atlanta, Georgia, have shown us how to 
help poor children do better in school and in later life 

The CED issues a challenge to act on what we know: “Business 
leaders, governors, state legislators, school officials, and teachers need 
to show disaffected young people that they care about them as individu- 


als and want them to succeed.”

The changes, an implementa- 
tion of section 1207 of Public Law 
99-661, which established a 5 per- 
cent goal for awarding contracts 
to small disadvantaged busi- 
nesses, ‘historically Black colleges 
and universities and minority 
institutions, have received mixed 
reviews. 

While Finch contends that, 
“goals and set-asides for the 
minority and disadvantaged do 
work,” Dominic Ozanne stresses 
that the law is, “an extremely bad 
piece of legislation, in as much as 
it attempts to totally destroy the 


spirit of the 8(a) program as it, 
relates to assisting firms in this 


program in becoming competi- 
tive.” 

Ozanne, president of Ozanne 
Construction Company, Inc., and 
a member of the National Associ- 
ation of Minority Contractors, 
acknowledged that at first the 5 
percent set-aside provisions of the 
DOD Authorization Act appear 
to present a wealth of opportunity 
for 8(a) qualifying small busi- 
nesses, but Ozanne testified that 
he found several features particu- 
larly offensive to the effective 
operation of the program. 

Those featured accented on by 
Ozanne included: Set-asides and 
8(a) contracts are to be awarded at 
the “fair market price”; 8(a) con- 
tractors will be required to per- 
form certain minimum contracts 
percentages with its own 
employees; and Complete restruc- 
turing of the prograth by adjusting 
the size standards in cach stand- 
ard industrial classification (SIC) 
code category. 3 

According to Ozanne, the “fair 
market price” change is “unneces- 
sary, since existing regulations 
provide that awards shall be based 

fair market price. He also 


upon : “

Asians have also trashed other 
pet theories of today’s deep- 
thinkers. Poor Black perfor- 
mance on academic tests is 
blamed on cultural bias and low 
socioeconomic status. Yet what 
culture is more alien to ours than 
that of the Far East? Few Amer- 
icans have backgrounds more 
humble than the Vietnamese 
immigrants. Despite these factors 
Asians have managed to academ- 
ically exceed both Blacks and 
whites, University of Michigan 
Prof. Harold Stevenson explains, 
“There are no clear indications 
that Asian kids are smarter than 
anyone else, There are lots of 
indicators that they work 
harder.” 

The ratio of Asian college stu- 
dents far exceeds their numbers 
in society. In engineering and 
science classes, it's not rare for 
classes to be comprised almost 

entirely of Asians. According to 
aBuly 19, 1987, Linda Mathew's 
Los Angeles Times Magazine 
article, “When Being Isn't Good 
Enough,” the Asians’ academic 


for minimum contract percen- 
tages with a company’s own 
employees unfairly restricts legit- 
imate subcontracting and pre- 
cludes startup and small firms 
with few employees from obtain- 
ing larger contracts.

In changing the size standards 
of the SIC code category and then 
making the changes law, Ozanne 
believes it would virtually elimi- 
nate the possibility for change and 
adjustment. The key issue in the 
size area was that the 30 percent 
rule identified in Public Law 99- 
661 is based on the assumption 
that small businesses receive in 
excess of 30 percent of Federal 
contracts awarded. 

Emphasizing that he did not 
believe that figure to be either true 
or correct, Ozanne commented 
that his company would be pre- 

cluded from participating in any 
of the SIC classifications for 8(a) 
awards. ‘These changes .will not 
save money, nor will they foster 
small business growth. (It)...is the 
legislative equivalent of the Tro- 
jan Horse placed at the door of 
smal] business.” 

Finch, president of M & R 
Mechanical, Inc., on the other 
hand had a different view in his 
testimony before the Panel. 
According to Finch, the only hope 


for the smal) businessperson or 
minority entrepreneur is the 
implication of the program. 

“We need these goals—we need 
these set-asides so that not only we 
can help ourselves, but help the 
community for which we live. It 
has been said that minorities and 
the disadvantaged can help them- 
selves by becoming entrepreneurs. 
If history has taught us one thing, 
it has taught us that if given the 
opportunity, some of us will 
succeed.” 


Phillips, while agreeing that Aus- 
tin’s experience with Jackson 
“can’t hurt down the road,” and 
admitting that Austin had talked 
to the governor about the posi- 
tion, denied any immediate 
benefits to the governor, such as 
the possibility of a Celeste vice- 
presidential bid. 

“The governor has made it 
clear that he is interested in the 
chief executive's post,” Phillips 
said, and not any other potential 
position. 

In some ways, the Austin hir- 
ing represents Jackson's deal ! 
with the devil of political reality. 
At this time, a Black political 
candidate must be filtered 
through the lens of a key white 
advisor in order for white voters 
— who are, after all, more than 
80 percent of the electorate — to 
see him.

Berkeley and Stanford -- have 
limits for Asians similar to the 
Jewish quotas of some years ago. 
Mind you -- these schools are 
major sanctuaries for activist 
movements like South African 
disinvestment and other concerns 
for human rights. 

Instead of proving that racism 
is acceptable providing it’s nol 
against Blacks, civil rights. acti- H 
vists ought to condemn racism 
against our Asian countrymen. 
Racism is racism. We should 
condemn it regardless of the 
color of the racist -- or the 
victim. 


Finch then cited some of the 
progress, higher sales and a larger 
number of staff members, that his 
company has achieved through 
the use of the set-aside program. 

While Ozanne stressed that 
Congress should not be involved 
in administering the program, 
Finch stressed that it was time for 
Congress to act on programs that 
were slated for implementation 
during 1986.

firing of Coach Earle Bruce. 

“Ohio State will not participate 
in a bowl game no matter what 
happens against Michigan,” 
former Athletic Director Rick 
Bay announced Monday. 

It will mark the first time the 
Buckeyes have missed a.bowl 
appearance since 1971 when the 
team finished 6-4. 

The No. | question at hand now 
is will these turns of events help or 
+hamper OSU's ability to win what 
most regard as the most important 
game of the season. Kick-off time 
is 12:15 and will be televised on 
Channel 6. 

Ironically, both teams will 
relinquish their titles as Big-Ten 
co-champions this season for 
Michigan like Ohio State is in a 
rebuilding phase with its program. 

Coach Bo Schembechler, in his 
19th season at Michigan, has had 
the. difficult task of replacing his 
top passer over the past two sea- 
sons, Jim Harbaugh, who threw 
for over 1,900 yards in 1986. 

He has found solace in junior 
quarterback Demetrius Brown 
who has completed 71 of 142 pass 
attempts for 1,100 yards this year. 

With 15 interceptions thrown 
this season the Wolverines ulti- 
mate weapon is their rushing 
game rated No. | in the confer- 


ence, 10th nationally. 

Jamie Morris, the nation’s 
second-leading rusher leads the 
attack with 1,339 yards on 236 
carries, a 5.7-yard average. 

Collectively on offense Michi- 
gan averages 28.3 points per game 
versus Ohio State's 20.1. 

Both teams rank closely defen- 
sively, however, Michigan's scor- 
ing defense, ranked eighth in the 
nation, poses a very real threat. 

The game represents one last 
chance for Bruce to halt a three- 
game losing streak. The latest 
tragedy a 29-27 loss to lowa with 6 
seconds remaining in the game, 

It wasn't just a fluke that led to 
the loss as much as it was the 
Hawkeyes ability to make, and 
OSU's inability to defend against, 
the big play. 

Indeed all did seem tranquil fol- 
lowing a Carlos Snow 14-yard 
touchdown run with 2:45 late in 
the game and a 27-22 lead. How- 
ever, following a failed two-point 
conversion attempt and 2:45 
remaining, the game was far from 
over. 

That’s when Iowa quarterback 
Chuck Hartieb took command of 
his offense following a 35-yard 
kick-off reutrn tothe 36. Hartlieb, 
who completed 20 of 37 pass 
attempts for 333 yards, quickly 
moved Iowa into OSU territory 
due in part to the Buckeye’s three-

According to court records, 
Bolden killed his daughter on 
December 31, when she was found 
to be not breathing by her mother, 
Angela Bolden. The child was 
rushed to Children’s Hospital 
where she was declared dead. An 
autopsy revealed that the child 
died from fluid on the lungs, pos- 
sibly sustained from a beating.

CLEVELAND -- Finding 
decent and affordable housing 
will forever be an elusive dream 
for many Americans, noted 
former Georgia State Senator 
Julian Bond, during a keynote 
address at aconference held at the 
Bond Court Hotel, Friday. 

The economics of the housing 
industry in the 1980’s had made 
buying even the modest home a 
stress in the incomes of middle 
class families, stressed Bond. 
Escalating sales costs, city and 
federal taxes, utility and other 
costs have created situations

During his trial, Bolden said 
that he lied during his confession 
and said that he made up the story 
to protect his wife. The jury did 
not believe the 23-year-old man. 

In addition to the recent deaths 
of the two Bolden children, it has 
also been revealed that two other 
children of the man also died 
mysteriously. 

In May of 1984, Thomas 
Bolden III, then 2-months-old; 
died of what appeared to be Sud- 
den Infant Death Syndrome. In 
addition, 3-year-old Rondell 
Sevon Reid, Bolden's son-by 
another marriage, died of acute 
bronchitis in December of 1984,

“Nationally one out of every 
four rental units prohibit child- 
ren,” said Bond, “One-third of all 
the rental units built since 1970 
have no children policies.” 

Blacks are four times as likely to 
live in rental property that is reha- 
bilitated, drab, dirty and deterio- 
rating. The conditions of the 
homes that are owned by Blacks

are not nearly as bad as the condi- 
tions of rented property, but stu- 
dies have found that it is generally 
older and more prone to needing 
expensive repairs and upgrading. 

Less than five pecent of the new 
homes built in the U.S. in the 
1970s were bought by Blacks, 
estimated Bond. Blacks, because 
of their incomes and other factors, 
are more likely to buy homes 
which are located in older inner- 
city neighborhoods. 

Inner-city neighborhoods in 
most American municipalities 
receive less service and attention 
in the repairs of streets, because 
city officials see the tax base as 
more transient and less valuable, 
than those in the tax base middle- 
income outer neighborhoods. 

“The older the home is,” 
explained Bond, “the more likely 
it will need major work done on its 
plumbing, electrical and heating 
systems. Older homes, generally

need a lot of structural work on 
the house and on the property 
they are located on.” 

Black homeowners are gener- 
ally paying out more money on a 
monthly basis for property that is 
of lessor value, he emphasized. 

Those Blacks who are able to 
afford to live in neighborhoods 
which are newer (usually predom- 
inantly white) are likely, accord- 
ing to Bond, to face the inescapa- 
ble concern of race. 

“This is the double discrimina- 
tion of race and income that-has 
relegated some Blacks to neigh- 
borhoods that, perhaps, was not 
their first choice,” he continued. 

Affordability is not the only 
reason why Blacks living in single 

‘or double family homes only own 
about 50 percent of the property, 
while whites living in similar situa- 
tions own nearly 70 percent of the 
property, Bond said that the fail- 
ure of the Fair Housing Act of 
1968 to have a necessarily strong 
enforcement arm has allowed 
home sellers and rentered to con- 
tinue illegal discriminatory 
practices.

CINCINNATI -- For‘ the first 
time in the city’s history, the Cin- 
cinnati School Board will be ruled 
by a majority of Black members. 
That balance on the local seven- 
person board was assured last 
week when in late election returns 
it was revealed that Charles 
Hughes and Howard Bond, both 
Black, were elected to the board.
